W h a t C ol on e l Hill Swilzler 
The impression is general that Mis­ 
sou ri river water if dirty— that the big 
river flows abou t two parts of dirt and 
one of m u d —hu t the impression is erro­ 
neou s, for the Missou ri river s water is 
pu rer than the water o f any great river 
in the cou ntry the Platte a lo n e except 
ed. 
ft is tru e that when a bu cketfu l of 
tt is dipped u p it appears to be dirty, 
bu t if the water is left u ntil it settles it 
will Is- fou nd that the hedimeu t at the 
bottom is fine, dark colored sand and 
not mu d. The Missou ri river’s water is 
never mu ddy, save du ring the spring 
high water. 
Colonel Bill Switzler of Boonville, 
Mo., declares that the general idea that 
Missou ri means “ big mu ddy” or “ m u d­ 
dy water” is wrong. He says, and Col­ 
onel Bill Hwitzler is an au thority, that 
it means “ wooden canoe. ” 
The name, 
he says, belongs to the Illinois dialect 
of the Algonqu in Indians. 
The namt 
Missu ris or Missou ri was applied by the 
Indians of the u pper lake region to th* 
tribe of Indians living west of the Mis 
sissippi river, becau se the latter u sed 
wooden canoes instead of bireh bark 
canoes. 
Wooden canoes bad 
to be u sed on the 
Missou ri river becau se it was tootu rbu 
lent for the frail birch bark c a n o e s, and 
in tiiis way the big river secu red its 
name. Bu t no matter whether Missou ri 
means “ mu ddy water“ 
or “ wooden 
canoe,” the fact remains that Missou ri 
river water is not mu ddy. 
It does not 
flow throu gh mu d, bu t throu gh fin e 
sand. The Mississippi river water is 100 
per cent dirtier than the Missou ri, bu t 
poets have raved abou t the l*eau ritu l 
blu e of the Father of Waters.—Omaha 
World-Herald.

In Iceland there are no priso ns, and 
the inhabitants are so ho nest in their 
habits thut such defenses to pro perty a* 
lo cks, bo lts and liars arc no t required, 
no r arc there any po lice in the island. 
Yet its histo ry fo r 1,000 y ears reco rds 
no mo re than two thefts. 
Of these two 
cases o ne was that o f a native, who was 
dt to o ted after stealing several sheep, 
but as he had do ne so to supply his fam­ 
ily . w h o were suffering fo r want o f 
fo o d, when !u* had bro ken his arm, pro ­ 
vis io n s were furnished to 
them and 
w o r k was fo und fo r him when able to 
do it, and meanwhile he was placed un­ 
der medical care, but the stigma attach­ 
ed to bis crime w as co nsidered sufficient 
punishment 


There lived in this city until a few 
y ears ago , and may be living here still, 
\ frail, carewo rn little wo man who se 
life bad been linked with o ne o f the 
mo st unhappy and y et mo st interesting 
ro mances in the annals o f this centu­ 
ry ’s crime. 
She was the wife o f J o hn 
Clark, o ne o f the mo st remarkable crim­ 
inals o f his time. Altho ugh a tho ro ugh­ 
ly respectable, w ell educated and high 
minded wo man and a devo ut member o f 
the church, she lived with him fo r 
vears, tried her best to refo rm him, 
so ught to pro tect him fro m the o fficers 
who were ever o n his trail and was 
faithful to him to the end. 
Clark was the so n o f a pro spero us 
business man in Ro chester. 
When he 
was a bo y , he figured in all so rts o f 
wild escapades, was arrested several 
times fo r small o ffenses and had devel­ 
o ped into a pro fessio nal cro o k befo re he 
was 20 y ears o ld. One o f his mo st no ta­ 
ble traits was His lo ve o f display . 
He 
was small and slender, with clean cut 
features and black, curling hair. He al­ 
way s wo ro a silk hat, a lo w cut vest, 
white kid gllTves and small, po inted 
sho es thut pinched his tiny feet. He al­ 
so wo re several large diamo nds o n his 
fingers and shirt, fro nt. 
When he was 
still very y o ung, but lo ng after his rep­ 
utatio n had made him a terro r to the 
to wn, he elo ped with his co usin, a 
beautiful y o ung girl, carefully reared. 
It was a sho rt ho ney mo o n The autho ri­ 
ties were to o ho t o n Ins trail to allo w 
him to pro lo ng his slay with his wife, 
so , leaving her with friends, he set o ut 
again o n his travels. 
Fro m that time 
until his death his visits to his wife 
wen; far apart and uncertain. 
He was 
to o busy carry ing o ut his bo ld plans fo r 
ro bbery to stay lo ng in the to wn 
J ailer J o hn Cawthra o f Ro chester, 
who knew Clark w ell and was present 
when be was hanged in that to wn, in 
co nversatio n recalled the desperado . 
“ Clark was the nerviest man 1 ever 
knew ,” said the o ld jailer 
“ When lie 
was o n o ne o f his visits in Ro chester, he 
was walking o ne day thro ugh the ar­ 
cade, right in the center o f the to wn 
It was cro wded with peo ple, and they 
all knew who he was. 
With his gay 
clo thes and handso me face he was v* ry 
, co nspicuo us. 
He was walking with a 
• girl— he was a great man fo r the girls— 
and he was tw irling a cigarette m his 
mo uth. 
A big, strapping man passed 
them, lo o ked back into the g irl’s face 
and smiled. That angered Clark. W ith­ 
o ut a mo ment’s hesitatio n he drew a re­ 
vo lver fro m his po cket and fired. 
The 
bullet kno ektd o ff two o f the man’s liu- 
gers. Clark wiped the revo lver with his 
handkerchief, put it back in his po cket, 
and, telling the girl to wait a mo ment, 
sto pped to relight Ins cigarette. He was 
as co o l as if no thing had happened, and 
y o u can bet there was no o ne aro und 
there who dared to uch him. They knew 
he was J o hn Clark and that he wo uldn’t 
hesitate to tire again o n the slightest 
pro vo catio n. 
Clark made a great deal o f mo ney 


who sto le 1 ? sheep. 
But as he was in co mfo rtable circum­ 
stances and th» * ro bbery was malicio us 
tLiv* sentence passed upo n him was that 
he sho uld sellali his pro perty , resto re 
the value o f what he had sto len and 
thi ll leave the co untry o r bo executed, 
and h» left at o nce. 
But tho ugh crime 
is rare in Iceland and its inhabitants 
are distinguished fo r ho nesty and puri­ 
ty o f mo rals there is, o f co urse 
sii ii fo r the administratio n o f justice, 
which co nsists, lirst o f all, in the sleT- 
iff’s co ints; 
next, by appeals to the 
co urt o f three judges at Beikiavik, the 
capital, and lastly in all criminal and 
mo st civil cases to the supreme co urt at 
Co penhagen, the capital o f Denmark, o f 
which k11 gdo m th» 1 island t o n u s a part.

Orrat Western Sawmill. 
W. S. 
Harwood 
contributes “ The 
Story of a Pine Board” to St. Nicholas. 
After telling of the cutting down of the 
tree and its progress from the forest to 
the mill Mr Harwood says: 
Up from the yellowish brown depths 
of the slow moving river flowing so 
stea dily on its way to the sea comes a 
huge, (iark brown tiling w ith a shining, 
dripping coat. 
It is our log, entering 
upon its last stage. It passes at once up 
a long incline 
called 
the “ slit” — a 
trench of wood about eig ht inches deep 
and two feet wide at the top, so hol­ 
lowed out that the largest log w ill lie 
in it, securely as it is being drawn up 
the incline by t>• > stout cha ins with 
which the slit is equipped. 
Projecting 
pieces of steel on this cha in serve to 
keep the log steady, its great weig ht, 
ca using it to sink upon these pieces of 
steel, which are like sharp teeth. 
A 
workman, sta nding at the si« le of th*‘ 
slit, by mea ns of a leyer throws up two 
powerful steel pointed arms, which lift 
the log s out of the slit and throw them 
upon tables, from which they are rolled 
down to the carriage which leads to the 
saws. 
When the log reaches the car­ 
riage, it is thrown upon the framework 
by the “ nig g er” — a long, ratcheted tim ­ 
ber or pi<*eo of steel. This framework is 
like a section of an ordinary flat car 
running on a regular railroad track. 
Two men stand on the moving carriage 
and at a sig na l from the head sawyer, 
who directs the cutting of the log, reg ­ 
ula te the thickness of the plank or board 
by the levers of the carriage. 
When the log has been adjusted, it 
rapidly advances to the saw, and in a 
very few seconds its wa ter soaked sides 
have been trimmed by the sharp teeth. 
The carriage flies hack to the starting 
place w ith the swiftness of the wind, 
and it is enough to make one shudder to 
see it go. You ex pect every insta nt that 
one of the men w ill he thrown off" and 
terribly injured.
